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for farm crops, increased activity leading industries, 
and upturn trade, were indicated August reports 
conditions the Tenth District. 

The latest official crop report showed that be- 
tween August and September the composite condition 
yields all farm crops this District rose from 1.9 per cent 
below 3.6 per cent above their ten-year average. 
September for the first time this year, the composite figure for 
this District was higher than the average for the entire country. 

Among the major results this improvement was 
gain 122,415,000 bushels the District’s 
pect. The official forecast, based the September condition, 
placed this year’s crop bushels, which 261,526,- 
bushels more corn that the farmers this District produced 
1926. 

Other crops made moderate heavy gains during August, and 
was apparent from September reports that nine fourteen 
leading crops would show larger yields than last year and five 
would show smaller yields. The heaviest decline was cotton— 
decline about per cent from the District’s record crop 
1926—due reduced acreage, unfavorable weather conditions 
and damage weevil. 

Marketing grain and other farm products during August 
were the heaviest for that month several years. Receipts 
livestock primary markets, combined for all classes, were the 
largest the year. Prices paid producers for farm products and 
livestock generally were higher than last year. 

The output flour mills increased under improved domestic 
and foreign demand. The slaughter meat animals was the 


largest for any month the year, and larger than August last 
year for all classes except sheep. 


The production soft coal the mines this District was 
larger August than any preceding month since March, and 
for the first time since March the output was larger than for 
corresponding month last year. The production zinc and lead 
ore the Missouri-Kansas-Oklahoma District continued the 
increase which began July, and August shipments were the 
heaviest since March but not quite the record year 
earlier.

COLLECTIONS: The figure for all reporting de- 
partment stores indicated collections during August outstand- 
ings the end the preceding month were 38.5 per cent, which 
compares with 40.1 per cent for July and 38.9 per cent for August 
1926. The reports apparel stores, shoe stores and furniture 
stores indicated percentages collections amounts outstand- 
ing were not quite the percentages year earlier. 
Reports wholesale firms showed but slight change the per- 
centage collections from the previous August. 


WHOLESALE TRADE: The volume wholesale trade 
six lines was larger August than July and larger than 
August 1926, according the reports representative firms 
located the leading centers distribution this District. 
The reports lines showed increases for August over July 
sales dry goods, millinery, furniture and drugs and decreases 
sales groceries and hardware. Sales during August dry 
goods, groceries, furniture and drugs were larger than for the 
same month last year, with hardware showing small decrease 
and millinery heavy decrease. Wholesale stationery trade 
was larger than either the preceding month the same month 
last year. 

Reports from over the District reflected feeling optimism 
among merchants over the improved crop conditions. This 
was particularly emphasized reports dealers Nebraska. 
Retail merchants generally were reported preparing for good 
fall trade and their purchases stock for the coming fall and 
winter were heavy. 

The dry goods reports indicated general firming prices 
for cotton goods, which wholesalers attributed the short cotton 
crop and low stocks cotton goods the hands manufacturers 
wholesalers. 

Sales farm implements during the month were reported 
about the level year ago. July and August were somewhat 
disappointing distributors tractors from the fact that 
considerable part the territory the excessive moisture made 
almost impossible use tractors during part the season.

With generally good growing conditions and abundant ex- 
cessive rains farm crops improved substantially during August 
the seven states whose areas parts are included the Tenth 
Federal Reserve District.

COTTON: The condition cotton the United States de- 
clined from 69.5 per cent August 56.1 per cent Septem- 
ber loss 13.4 points for the month compared with ten- 
year average August loss 8.7 points, reported the United 
States Department Agriculture. Declines the condition 
cotton occurred all cotton producing states except New 
Mexico, Arizona and California, and were due rainy, cloudy 
weather during most August which promoted weevil activity.

Heavy movements all classes livestock markets this 
district, fat cattle values the highest two years, further ad- 
vance prices paid for hogs, and slightly lower prices for sheep, 
were important features the livestock reports for August. 

receipts cattle and calves six leading markets 
were larger August than any preceding month since last 
November. The month’s receipts sheep were the largest since 
October last year. Receipts hogs were, with the exception 
July, the since last October. Receipts horses and 
mules were the largest since March. The August receipts when 
compared with those for August last year showed increases 
cattle and hogs and decreases calves, sheep, horses and mules. 

The countryward movement stocker and feeder cattle, calves 
and sheep during August was the heaviest for any month the 
year, although compared with the record for the same month 
last year there were decreases 3.6 per cent cattle and 9.6 
per cent sheep, and increase 34.7 per cent calves.
